DR. HYATT PREDICTS ITS ARRIV- 
AL SATURDAY NIGHT. 


TEMPERATURE IS TO DROP. 


Atmospheric Conditions Produced 
Some Brilliant Electrical Dis- 
plays Friday Night. 


Again, Dr. Dick Hyatt, official weather 
Pprognosticator, etc., etc., for St. Louis 
and vicinity, promises relief from the pre- 
vailing high temperature and encouragingly 
calls attention to the fact that the ther- 
mometer record for October—made in 1897 
—has not yet been broken. 

The indications Saturday morning were: 
“Probably fair and much cooler to-night 
and Sunday.”’ 

“Tell the good people,” said the doctor 
to the Post-Dispatch, Saturday morning, 
“that the cold wave and shower clouds that 
we predicted for last night passed a bit 
to the north of us. We are afraid the 
showers have gone for the time, but the 
cold wave—or, rather another cold wave, 
is, ‘ong root’ and will certainly be here by 
the dawn of the Sabbath. 

“The delightful drop in temperature 
which we anticipate may arrive sooner than 
that. In fact it would not surprise us to 
hear complaints of the cold about mid- 


night.’’ 
The doctor did not look the _ part 
one who feared the descent of a Norther, 


-but he read his lines well. He is an opti- 
mistic individual. 

“We had a touch of the shower condi- 
tions which we predicted last night. Any 
reliable citizen will bear me out in the 
statement that lightning was visible to the 
north of us in the early part of the even- 
ing Now the Saople of ‘Keokuk were 
treated to a nice shower. There was rain 
in California, also, but, of course, that did 
not settle the dust here. 

“Speaking of ghtning reminds me of the 
brilliant electrical displays that were wit- 
nessed throughout the city last night, par- 
ticularly in the immediate vicinity of trol- 
ley wires.

‘SUDDEN DEATH 
Ur PAT M, STA 


Cause of Death Suppcsed to 
Be Congestion. 


INQUEST WILL BE 


DAY OR TWO. 


Sheriff and Was Twice Crim- 
inal Clerk—An Exceeding- 
e ly Popular Man. 


Patrick M. Staed, formerly Sheriff of St. 
Louis and for many years a prominent fig- 
ure in local politics and on ‘Change, died 
suddenly at his home, 3524 Lindell avenue, 
Friday afternoon about 4:30 o’clock. 

The exact cause of death has not been 
established, but it is Delieved to have been 
a congestive chill. 

His wife found him lying on the bed in 
their room, cold and inanimate. She had 
no idea that he was dead and tried to re- 
vive him while a messenger was dispatched 
for a doctor. When the physician arrived 
he said death had preceded him by prob- 
ably half an hour. 

‘Mr. Staed had been in bad-health for sev- 
eral months. Late in the summer he took 
his family to Chicago and remained two 
weeks, hoping the change would do him 
good. Ft did not. Last week he was weak- 
er. Sunday he had a congestive chill. He 
was better. Monday and was able to be 
out. 

It was ‘his custom to go downtown in 
the forenoon and return home before 3 
o'clock. After dinner he would sleep for 
an hour or so, then go out again. 

He arrived at his home Friday after- 
noon at his customary time, and said he 
did not feel well. His eldest daughter was 
just going out to take her music lesson 
and the other children weré at school. Mrs. 
Staed was visiting the family of his broth- 
er, John Staed, on Page avenue. 

‘Mr. Staed went to his room. He was 
heard moving around the apartment for a 
few minutes. 

iMre, Staed returned home a few minutes 
after 4 o’clock. Going to their room she 
found her ‘husband tying Oi“ tha hed, par- 
tially dressed. He had only one shoe on 
and lay as though he thad fainted while 
trying to put on the other. 

He was icy cold and gave no sign of life. 
It seemed to be such an attack as he had 
last Sunday. Mrs. Staed sent for a doc- 
tor, and then proceeded to administer such 
remedies as were at hand. She tried to 
force some whisky down his throat, but 
his teeth were clinched and she could not. 


A physician living in the nighborhood 
came and said the patbent had been dead 


for at least 8 minutes. Then the fam- 
lly physician, Dr. M. T. Morrell, arrived. 
He said death was probably caused by 


conge stion. 

jecause there Was no one present when 
Mr. Staed died the ‘Coroner was notified. 
On the statemnt of the doctors the Coroner 
althorized an undertaker to embalm the 
bedy and said he would make an inquiry 
as to the cause of death. 

Mr. Staed was 52 years old. ‘He leaves 
a widow and four daughters. The oldest 
of the girls is 14 years old and the youngest 
is 6. His brother, John, is his only other 
near relative. 

The funeral will take place Monday from 
te Castel s Church. The hour has not been

Mr. Staed ‘was born in Connaught, Ire- 
land. Before leaving his native land he 
was a school teacher. 

He came to 8t. Louis’ with his brother 
John and located in North St. Louis. They 
embarked in the grocery business on Nor 
Broadway. and the firm prospered. ™ 
Staed was fortunate in his investment: 
and he ‘became a director in the Broadway 
and ‘Hibernian banks. 

After many years in the wholesale and 
retail grocery business, he, being a Dem- 
ocrat, was introduced into St. Louis’ poli- 
tics by Judge Henry D. Laughlin, then eit- 
ting in the criminal courts. For many years 
the accounts of that court» had been mis- 
managed. Judge Laughlin removed _ the 
clerk, and, casting about for a competent

Staed, whose business 
connection with some

him for this position. He introduced busi- 
ness methods and soon disentangled the 
court’s affairs. The following election he 
was nominated and elected regularly to 
fill the place, At the end of his term he 
was nominated for Sheriff, and was one of

Louis to take a deep interest in the Phila- 
delphia Building Association plans, He was 
an expert in all building association mat- 
ters and a heavy stockholder in the La- 
clede Association. He had invested heavily 
in real estate, sosne of which he had quite 
recently released from obligations through 
a repayment of a loan from the Laclede 
Association.

ages to the abutting property owners of a 
street intended to be used be assessed and 
pa'd before a foot of track can be laid, has 
no effect in St. Louis, which has been given 
authority by the State Constitution to man- 
age its affairs as it pleases. 

The charge of fraud and bribery in pro- 
curing the passage of the ordinance grant- 
ing to the company the franchise extension, 
is not considered by the court, the doc- 
trine being announced that since there is 
no damage to the property owners in this 
case, the manner in which the ordinance 
was procured cannot be inquired into. 

When Judge Zachritz concluded the read- 
ing of his opinion, Sterling Bond, one of 
the attorneys for the property owners, 
asked leave to save an exception to the 
court’s ruling with a view to appealing the 
case to the Supreme Court. 

The denial of the temporary injunction 
means that the hearing for a final order 
will take the regular course of in 
court. The charges of bribery and fraud 
will not considered until then. It is

LONDON, Oct. 14.—According to dis- 
patches received from the front, the Boers 
have made several attacks on Mafeking, 
in Bechuanaland, near the Transvaal bor- 
der, and all have been repulsed, 

The Boets, it is reported, have seized 
the railway station north of Fourteen 
Streams, between Vryburg and Kimber- 
ley. Fighting is still continuing in the 
neighborhood. 

The report that fighting has taken 
place at Kraaipan has been officially con- 
firmed. Particulars are not obtainable. 

The Boers have occupied Spitzkop, near 
Newcastle. 

Authentic news has reached here that 
3000 Boers camped on the Ingogo battle- 
field last night. 

Two armored trains now patrol the line 
in the vicinity of Ladysmith. 

The transports Gaul and Henzada ar- 
rived here to-day from India. 

The transport Wardham, with a con- 
tingent of Royal Lancers, was compelled 
to put back at Durban. She encountered 
ae severe-gale-off East. Lendon. and--was, 
considerably damaged. One hundred 
horses were drowned. 

The Exchange Telegraph Company has 
received a dispatch from Cape Town 
dated this morning, saying that the Boers 
have blown up another armored train, 
carrying telegraph operators from Mafe- 
king. 

The Boers, it is believed, are now ready 
to move, and will attack Ladysmith, Glen- 
coe and Newcastle simultaneously. 

At last accounts the Boers from the 
Transvaal, who entered Natal through 
Laing’s Nek, were still north of Glencoe, 
moving southward slowly toward the out- 
posts of Dundee and Glencoe. 

The whole country north of Glencoe 
has been deserted by the British. f 

The force at Dundee will move to Glen- 
coe, if it has not already made the move. 

The British concentrated at Glencoe are 
in great peril. The Transvaal Boers are 
approaching from the north and the Free 
State burghers have cut off communica- 
tion from the south. 

The English force is 8000, under com- 
mand of Gen. Sir George Stewart White. 

The main column moving south from 
the Transvaal is estimated at 10,000 men. 

Smaller bodies of troops marching in 
parallel lines increase the number to 
12.000, 

They are under command of Gen. Cron- 

je, who captured the Jameson raiders, but 
a late rumor is to the effect that Gen. 
Cronje was deposed for his failure to at- 
tack Mafeking Thursday. 
An attack on Ladysmith is expected at 
any time, following up Gen. White’s en- 
gagement late yesterday afternoon with 
10,000 Boers at Actonhomes, 165 miles 
southwest. 


THE BATTLE AT LADYSMITH 


Gen. Sir George White Confronts the 
First Army of the Orange Free 
State With 3000 Men. 


LONDON, Oct. 14.—Gen. Sir George

‘The gravity of the Boer advance can be 
better estimated, when it is realized that 
they will thereby cut railway and tele- 
graphic communication to the north, iso- 
lating several British positions which must 
be speedily relieved. 

Despite the optimistic reports of the abil- 
ity of Mafeking to repel attacks, the great- 
est anxiety prevails here regarding the 
situation there, as it is known that the 
redoubtable commandant, Cronje, who cap- 
tured the Jameson Raiders, has the strong- 
est commando yet put into the field, with 
the exception of Commandant General Jou- 
nevi force.

Commandant-General Joubert has issued 
a circular from the chief laager in con- 
sequence of the report that some of the 
burghers had misbehaved themselves on 
their journey to the rder, plundering a 
number of stores. Such offenses, the Com- 
mandant-General says, will be severely 
punished. 

“When we are unwillingly compelled to 
cross the boundary line of our country,’ 
says Gen. Joubert, “let It not be thought 
that we are a band of robbers, and with 
that in view remain as far as possible from 
private dwellings and from places where 
no enemy is stationed. When food or for- 
age for the cattle is needed, let certain 
officers acquire such goods from the owner 
and let report be given with a promise of 


pay. 

The Foreign Office at Berlin informs the 
Associated Press that Germany would

STORY OF A WEDDING FEAST. 


AMERICAN CONSUL’S SPEECH RE- 
GARDED AS RECOGNITION. 


Tamassee’s Followers Then Danced 
and Sang Impromptu Songs 
Threatening Death to All 
Who Oppesed Them. 


BERLIN, Oct. 14.—News comes from Apla 
that the natives have proclaimed Tamass¢e 
as King, despite the recent agreement of 
the United States, Germany and Great 
Britain to abolish that office. 

The Cologne Gazette's Apia correspondent 
sends a long indictment of the Consular 
Government. He says the natives do not 
conceal their disrespect for the repre- 
sentatives of the treaty powers, relating a 
singular incident as an illustration. 

Tamassee invited the officials and the 
leading white citizens of Apia to a wedding 
feast. All went except the Germans. The 
American Consul, Mr. Osborne, made 4 
speech, thus’ giving the affair official 
recognition. Thereupon ‘'Tamassee 8 follow- 
ers danced and sang impromptu songs, pro- 
claiming Tamassee as king, announcing the 
destruction of the opposing natives if they 
resisted his authority. 

When the letter was mailed Sept. 8, hun- 
dreds of Tamassee’s and Tanu’s followers 
were gathered at Apia preparing to swear 
aliegiance before the eyes of the foreign 
consuls by presenting gifts and attesting 
homage. ‘The letter says a New Zealand 
lawyer named Gurr, is managing the affair.

‘This search will take in 
the whole. city. 

Experts have decided that the stains on 


the papers in which the fragments were 
wrapped were made by human blood and 
that the blood was ail shed by the same 


person. 

Not an arrest has been made in the case 
and, so far as known, suspicion points to no 
particular person or persons. 

Coroner’s Physician Weston does not be- 
lieve that there was an alleged operation. 

Ex-Police Commissioner Alexander Wil- 
liams said to-day: 

“IT belleve the murder was committed In 
this city by a midwife. 

“That the body was cut up in the house 
of this midwife, and that she is the sole 
ofecupant of that house. 

“Tnat this house is in the vicinity of the 
place where the first portion of the boly 
was found. 

“Ido not believe any one of the fragments 
was removed either in a wagon or street 


“In all probability two persons are con- 
nected with the crime, the principal being 
the midwife and the accessory her husband 
or sweetheart. 

“She probably carried away the smaller 
portion of the. body herself, and while on 
her way to the North River tossed it into 
the ash can of the areaway on Fifteenth 
street. The portion found on Seventeenth 
street was evidently accidentally dropped. 

“IT do not think the head will ever be 
found. In all likelihood it has been burned, 
and the victim will never be identified. The 


head of Emma Gill was not severed from 
the body, which made identification easy. 
The police have no such aid in this mys- 


tery.’ 
William Robbins, father of missing Mrs. 
Gertrude Billings, states that his daughter 
is not dead, but that she voluntarily left 
her husband because of his cruelty. 
Two hundred detectives are scouring the 
city from top to bottom in a house-to- 
house seareh for evidence in the murder 
case. They are invading F'fth avenue and 
other wealthy sgecticns to discover if any 
governess or favored maid servant is miss- 
ing.

We sicken of a trade when constant repeti- 
tion has made it second nature. It is not 
human tv be a machine of any kind.
